THE 


INSTANCES OF MORECID IMPULSE. 


Cases of “Emotional Insanity ''=Fatal 
Fascination of a Sudden Thought. 

It is a familiar idea that people at the 
top of a high tower or on the edge of a 
dizzy cliff feel tempted to throw them- 
selves over. This is, perhaps, the com- 
monest instance of a morbid impulse 
Yet there is in the term a significance, a 
breadth of suggestion, which must relate 
back to the experience of every man and 
woman and explain feelings which have 
at the time seemed odd beyond explana 
tion, feelings which have often led an 
innocent, self respecting: Individual to the 
very verge of an atrocity whieh would 
have made of him a criminal. 

Morbid impulses may be criminal or 
humorous. The humorous, no doubt, 
when executed, often carry their perpe- 
trator to the commission of assanlt and 
battery, at least. That the criminal im- 
pulses of this kind are resporisible: for a 
very large proportion of offenses against 
criminal laws no one acquainted with 
that line of defense known as emotional 
a moment doubt. And 
the very vital interest attaching to all 
stich cases depends ina large degree on 
the hazy and almost indefinable causes 
and surroundings which are involved in 
the consideration of morbid impulses. 

History records notable instances. It 
was, perhy ips, more than anything else, 
due to a morbid impulse that Nero struck 
off the head of that Roman artisan who 
came to him with a beaten glass cup in 
his hand and affirmed that the secret of 
making glass malleable had yielded to 
his patient investigation. The historians 
who mention the hitherto irreparable loss 
civilization has sustained by the failure 
to perpetuate this wonderful invention 
ascribe Nero's act to a fear lest the 
precious metals should be superseded. 
But to a student of this fascinating sub- 
ject there can be no doubt that Nero fell 
an instantaneous victim to a morbid im- 
pulse to crush out at one blow this mar- 
velous discovery. _ It seems, indeed, a 
relief to find so human an impulse in the 
nature of a creature who was so in- 
human as to fiddle when the greatest 
city of the world was burning. 

Railings are built securely around the 
tops of all the tallest towers in the world 
to prevent involuntary suicides, The 
subject of a morbid impulse loses at once 
all regard for consequences. Whether 
the indulgence of the craving so suddenly 
born will put an end to his own life. even, 
or infliet a dangerous or fatal injury on 
some other, perhaps a friend or loved 
one, is immaterial. 

It is quite conceivable that a dentist, 
on almost uncovering the throbbing nerve 
of a tooth, should be seized with a sud- 
den desire to penetrate to that sensitive 
tissue, and should, with one movement 
of the wrist, thrust the instrument deep 
into the agonized cavity. But it isn’t 
likely that such cases would become 
known if they happened. And there 
would be under all such circumstances 
the general excuse of accident or unfore- 
seen complication, 

It is thought by some that many of the 
instances recorded in the daily papers of 
fatal wounds inflicted by weapons in the 
hands of persons who ‘didn’t know they 
were loaded’’ may be explained on the 
theory of morbid impulses. The Irish- 
man at Donnybrook fair, who hit every 
bare pate he saw, was moved first of all 
by « morbid impulse. There is something 
devilish in the disposition of many if not 
most -humnan beings, which may never 
crop out, riever come to be realized in the 
domain of their consciousness, but which 
may seize on them with a force appar 
ently superhuman at some critical mo 
ment, when weepon in hand, perhaps in 
sport, a human life is put suddenly in the 
balance and a morbid impulse weighs 
down the fatal scale, 


It is undoubtedly a morbid impulse 
which prompts one to. laugh consumedly , 
a

in a fall, which may inflict great injury.

Foreign Students in Edinburgh. 

The Scottish universities are certainly 
not so called because they are confined to 
Scottish students. In the medical classes 
nt Edinburgh this year nearly as many 
English as Scotch students have enrolled, 
the respective numbers being 718 and 769, 
There are 80 *‘medicals’’ from India, 
cluding Thakoor, of Gondal, a reigning 
Indian chief, $1 from Ireland, 265 from 
the various British colonies, and others 
in the world, 
Only 40 per cent. of the medical students 


are Scottish. The total of matriculated 
students is 4,635, an increase of some 
1,800 in ten years, while in twenty years 


the numbers have considerably more than 
doubled, It is not generally known that 
the lord rectorship was originally institu- 
ted as u protection to foreign students. In 
the oldest Scottish universities the stu- 
dents are divided for electoral purposes 
into what are called **nations,’’ and the 


rector is elected by a majority of ‘‘na- 
tions,’’ not by a majority of votes, This 
does not hold in Edinburgh, where the 
rectorship is of very recent origin,—5St.

Do Birds Fly Down? 
I see, in a back number of St. Nicholas, 
that one of your young correspondents 
appeals partly to me in regard to birds 


flying down. But all who have written 
seem so well posted that I doubt if I can 
add auything to their knowledg: 
However, I have seen California quail, 
a wood dove and a humming bird flying 
but in slow flyers, with 
and heavy bodies, the wings 
are used more or less as parachutes in 
going down; in other words, the birds 
spread their wings and rely upon gravity 


This I have noticed in the sand hill 
lcranes in their migrations along the 
Sierra Madres. A flock of say 100 will 
mount upward’ in a beautiful spiral, 
flashing in the sunlight, all the while | 
uttering loud, discordant notes, until | 
they attain an altitude of nearly a mile 
above the sea level. Then they form in | 
regular lines, and soar away at an angle 
that in five miles or so will bring them 
| within 1,000 feet of the earth. Then 
| they will stop and begin the spiral up 
ward movement again until a high eleva 
tion is reached, when away they go | 
again, sliding down hill in the air, to- | 
ward their winter home. It is very evi- | 
dent that a vast amount of muscular | 
| exertion is saved in this way. In some |

ductiveness with those now known, So 
far back as January, 1883, Professor 
Lesley pointed out that no petroleum is 
now being produced in the Devonian 
rocks, either by the process akin to dis- 
tillation or otherwise. What has been 
stored up in the past, a process which 
probably lasted for millions of years, 
may be got out. But when these reser- 
yoirs are exhausted there will be an end 
of the petroleum supply. ‘The discov- 
ery of a few more pools of two or three 
millions of barrels each can make little 
difference.’’ Mr. Carll, whose opinion 
on the geology of the oil bearing dis- 
tricts may be regarded as decisive, has 
come to a similar conclusion, ‘There 
are not at present,” he pointed out quite 
recently, ‘‘any reasonable grounds for 
expecting the discovery of new fields 
which will add to the declining products 
of the old, so as to enable the output to 
keep pace with the shipments or con- 
sumption,’’ 

The stored petroleum in this region has 
then been very nearly exhausted. In 
less than a generation a small part of the 
population of this continent alone has 
used up nearly all the valuable stores of 
energy Which had been accumulated dur- 
ing millions of years of the geologic past. 

More recent inquiries confirm the con- 
clusions of Professor Lesley and Mr. 
Carll. The signs of exhaustion in the oil 
producing t + can now be clearly rec- 
ognized, During the last four years there 
has been ¢ ily diminution in the out- 
put, accompanied by an increase in the 
price per barrel, which nevertheless does 
not even maintain the nominal annual 
value he supply. Mr. Wrigley an- 
nounced in 1882 that 154,000,000 barrels 
of oil had already been raised up to the

Preparing Olive Oil, 


The olives are placed between two 
mill stones and ground into a paste, 
stones and all. This paste is put into 


| jute bags, which are piled up in an ordi- 


nary press and subjected to pressure fur- 
nished by a serew, The oil oozes through 
the bags, and is caught in pans or ves- 
sels, and then bottled. The most re- 
markable feature of the process is that 
some four or tive different qualities are 
obtained from one lot of olives. This is 
explained by the fact that the oil oozing 
out at first is the result only of slight 
pressure, consequently is sweeter and 
lacks the ranker flavor of the second, 
third, and fourth grades, which partake 
more or less of the olive stones. The 
last grade is frequently so rank that it 


| cannot be used for eating purposes, but 


instead is used as the basic matter in the 
manufacture of soap, ete. The residue 
or paste left after the oil has been ex- 
tracted undergoes chemical treatment, 
and the oil obtained from this is used as 


| a lubricant.—Herald of Trade.

THE ACADIANS OF LOUISIANA, 


A People Who Have Neen Littl Changed 
by TimesA Simple Life. 

Back from that great highway, the 
Mississippi, there are innumerable smaller 
streams, called bayous in this section, 
which fertilize an immense expanse of 
prairie in western Louisiana. It is an 
idyllic region; there are myriads of 
tropical flowers spangling the beautiful 
plains of Opelousas and Altakapas, whose 
long grasses sway and change color with 
every passing breeze; the bayous and 
little Inkes gleam like silver in’ the sun- 
shine, their islands marked with huge 
live oaks and venerable cypress trees 
fantastically garlanded with Spanish 
moss. Multitudes of brilliant birds add 
to the beauty of the seené; the quict 
bayous are often stirred by the swift 
canoe of the sportsman in search of the 
wild fowl with which this section 
abounds. It isa land beloved of artist 
and poet; it is the country of Longfel- 
low's “Evangeline.” 

Along the numerous water courses 
where steamboats are never seen, where 
railroads are unknown, the exiled Aca- 
dians are found in all their primitive 
simplicity, retaining almost unchanged 
the language, manners, customs and 
superstitions of the French peasants of 
nearly two centuries ago. These pecu- 
liar people were originally colonists from 
Normandy, who settled in Nova Scotia, 
but were driven thence, as every one 
knows, by the perseqitions of the Eng- 
lish. A modern historian says of them: 
“The Acadians were the most interesting 
French colonists in America, and no plea 
of necessity could justify the cruelty of 
tearing them away from their homes 


and consigning them to wretchedness 
’ 


and poverty 

Not for long, however, were they 
doomed to wretchedness and poverty, for 
in 1755 these exiles found their way to 
Louisiana, where they made a fortunate 
exchange in the sunny clime and fertile 
plains they peopled for the bleak land 
they had left behind them. A souvenir 
of their former home, the province of 
Acadie, has clung to them in their name, 
although they do not call themselves 
Acadians, but ‘‘Creoles Francais. "’ 

The Americans, and even the Creoles, 
have corrupted the name Acadian into 
‘*Cajun,’’ which term these people re- 
sent strongly, yet as ‘‘ Cajuns’’ they are 
known ull over the state. They are, in 
fact, Creoles, being the descendants of 
French parents, born in a French colony, 
but they are an entirely distinct people 
from all other populations of Gallic 
descent in Louisiana. 

They still retain marked characteristics 
of their Norman origin, as unlike the 
French people of more southern provinces 
as if they were indeed of separate race. 
Those Acadians who were of an upper 
class have long been amalgamated 
through intermarriage or association 
with other Creoles of the state; but the 
great body of these people have kept to 
themselves, and are now, as we said be- 
fore, as primitive in their ideas and cus- 
toms us when they first set foot in the 
New World, although many traits of the 
Norman peasantry, which they — still 
possess, have been modified by climate 
and circumstances, 

They have remained purely French 
and without Spanish admixture, as is tho 
case with other Creoles. They are an 
independent, hardy, athletic race, entire- 
ly content with their own lot in life, 
being suflicient unto themselves and 
having little interest in the outside world. 
Their tastes ore simple and nearly all 
their wants are supplied from their own 
industries. They are chiefly an agricul- 
tural and stock raising population, and 
for this reason the families—though cach

from its own large proportions is a little 
colony in itself—do not live very near 
together, but are scattered broadcast 
over the bosom of the prairies. It has 
been questioned whether these people 
would have retained their peculiar char- 
acteristics for sucha length of time if 
they had clustered in larger communi- 
ties. 

The French patois they speak, and 
which they believe to be purest Parisian 
French, is unlike any other Creole patois 
in Louisiana and is wholly unmixed with 
negro dialect; for the Acadians were 
never slivo owners. They have ever 
been a prolific race; but this circum- 
stance does not, as in other peoples, force 
the young birds to leave the parent nest 
when old enough to seek their own liveli- 
hood. On the contrary, the Acadians 
aro prepared to make any sacrifice in 
order to keep their children near them; 
the paternal acres are divided and sub- 
divided into smaller farms, and every 
child and grandchild receives a share 
foon as he has reached the age to settle 
down and make a home for himself. 

The young people are also encouraged 
to marry early, that closer home ties may 
bind them more strongly to their native 
locality. Marriage is in as high esteem 
with them as it was with their ancestors 
in the davs of the Roman republic, and 
old bachelors are as freely held up to rid- 
icule and contenipt. 

Their houses are all modeled after the 
saine plan, a substantial and comfortable, 
but plain cottage, built of cypress, with 
thick plastered walls, large or small, ac- 
cording to the necessities of its occupants, 
and with a broad porch or galerie in front. 
Along the course of the Bayou Teche, 
‘where it flows through the green Ope- 
lousas,"’ and the Bayou Tigre, many of 
the Acadian homes are seen, each em- 
bowered in a clustering grove of live oak 
or China trees. This portion of the state 
is generally spoken of in Louisiana as the 
“Teche country;'’ and it is a little curi- 
ous to learn that the word **Teche"’ is a 
Creole corruption of Deutsch, from a Ger- 
man colony which once settled on its 
banks.—New Orleans Cor, San Francisco 
Chronicle.

TO LEARN TO SWIM. 


The Best Methods for Recinners=When 
Attacked by Cramp. 


Probably one of the best ways of learn- 
ing to swim is to go with a competent 
teacher in a boat in deep water, this sup- 
porting the body more buoyantly than 
that which is shallower, and preventing 
the constant tendency of beginners to 
touch bottom, which here is, of course, 
impossible, Tho teacher should fasten a 
rope securely round the waist, or, better 
still, toa belt which can neither tighten 
nor slip down. The rope may be fast- 
ened to a short pole. Supported in this 
manner the pupil may take his proper 
position in the water and practice the 
necessary motions, and the support of the 
rope may be gradually lessened until the 
pupil finds himself entirely supported by 
the water. That is the first great lesson 
with which to inculcate the beginner, 
viz, that he cannot sink if he will but 
keep his body under the water, leaving 
only his mouth and nose exposed. His 
body then is lighter than the water and 
he will float, but every ounce of flesh he 
shows above water is equal to about a 
pound of lead in weighing him down. 

Corks and bladders are often used as 
supports for learners, but it is much better 
to begin without them. Life preservers 
are of little use, as their bulk is generally 
all around the chest, and they hinder a 
free use of the arms and impede the mo- 
tion, Swimming with a plank is not a 
bad way. 

Those persona who plunge into the 
water when they are heated by exercise 
and remain in if until they are benumbed 
with the cold or exhaust themselves by 
very violent exertion are the most sub- 
ject to attacks of cramp. The moment 
the swimmer is seized by cramps in the 
legs he must not suffer himself to feel 
alarmed, but strike out the limb with all 
his might, keeping the heel downward 
and drawing the toes as far upward as he 
can, although at the time these move- 
ments give him great pain. He may also 
turn on his back and jerk the limb into 
the air, though not so high as to throw 


himself out of his balance. Should these 
attempts prove unsuccessful he must try 
to reach the shore with his hands, or at 
all events keep himself afloat until assist- 
ance can be procured. If he cannot float 
on his back he may swim upright, keep- 
ing his head above the surface by strik- 
ing the water downward with his hands 
near the hips.——Chicago Inter Ocean. 


Fire in a Hungarian Village.

Since 1867 the highest 
figure during any year was 93,632 
pounds in 1880.

PRACTICE OF PUBLIC BATHING. 


When Tt Came to an End Private Rath- 
ing Recame Mare. 

In the change of the world’s habits in- 
cidental to the change of religion, and 
especially with the deserved condemna- 
tion of the Roman public baths by the 
Christian church, the practice of public 
bathing came to an end, and that of pri- 
vate bathing, unhappily, became only too 
rare, The usages of the generations pre- 
ceding the present century, in the matter 
of cleanliness of personal habits, are al- 
most incredible to us. A book recently 
published, of whieh Mr, Alfred Franklin 
is the author, contains some facts re- 
garding the domestic life and social 
usages of the period from the Twelfth 
to the Eighteenth century, which are in 
a sense instructive, since they show to 
what a condition even ‘elegant society” 
may descend when the watchful care for 
personal cleanliness is once abandoned. 

The ladies of the Seventeenth century 
very seldom washed their faces. They 
sometimes dipped a cloth in spirits and 
passed it over their faces, and their toilet 
and directions, still extant, prove 
that they avoided water for the face be- 
cause they believed it was destructive to 
the complexion. As for any other sort 
of baths, no reference is found to them 
in these toilet directions, probably for the 
very good reason that none were ever 
taken. That the same ladies seldom 
washed even their hands seems to be es 
tablished also. In an old romance a 
princess says to a young lord of the court: 
“You see, sir, that my hands are whiter 
than yours, although it is four days since 
I washed them.’* This seems to have 
been a commonplace remark, and treats

It commences at 
the right hand corner of the sheet with 
the announcement that ‘the office of 
publication of the Akhtar at Valide 
Khan in the seat of felicity (Constantino- 
ple), All communications must be ad 
dreased to Mehmed Tehir Effendi, sole 
editor and proprietor.’*

Methods of Japanese Acupuneture. 
Acupuncture is not an invention of the 
Japanese—the first treatise upon it being 
attributed to a Chinese under the Sung 
dynasty—although the form of the 
needles used and the mode of their em- 


ployment have been much improved 
upon by them; tubular needles, for in- 
stance, were invented in 1688, It should 


not be forgotten that Asclepiades, in the 
century of eur era, recommended 
needle puneture for dropsy, The opera 
tion consists in driving tine gold, silver 
or steel needles from one-half to three- 
quarters of an inch into the flesh. The 
are of various forms and have 
spirally grooved handles for the better 
twirling of the instrument. 

The operator holds a needle lightly with 
the left hand, resting the point upon th 
the patient. He then ts it 
by a-slight tap on the handle, given with 
a small wooden mallet held in the right 
band.

| bite of a skunk, of the order mephitis, 
weeording to the naturalists. These | 
hunters, many of whom have been 
close and accurate observers, declare 
that the saliva of this animal at all 
times possesses a specific poison, which | 
communicates to any living creature | 
bitten by it the germs of hydrophobia, 


and that this disease originates in no 
other manner. The skunk is at times 
extremely pugnacious, and will fight 


fiercely, often assailing men, dogs, and 
other animals without provocation. 
From its bite hydrophobia, itis claimed, 
is communicated to other animals, and 
jin that way the disease is disseminated 
Dogs are more apt to be bitten than are 
other animals, and 
the disease has become associated with 
them in all countries. 

There are few animals more widely 
distributed over the globe than are the 
mnephitis and they are by no means un- 
common in all the older settled districts 
| Wherever there are patches of thicket | 

few dozen acres of timber land 
there the skunk ean find a hiding place.

Puppets or marionettes were patronized 
by both the Greeks and Romans, and 
automata, which are the inventions that 
are now principally dealt in, also go back 
toa remote period, Vulean’s tripod on 


wheels has the authority of Homer; 
Dredalus made moving statues; Archytas 


of Tarentum, 400 B. ¢ invented a 
wooden pigeon that could fly in the air, 
In the Fifteenth century Regiomantamus 
made an iron fly that moved through the 
atmosphere, and afterward an automatic 
eagle, which, on the arrival of the Em 
peror Maximilian at Nuremberg, flew 
forth to meet him. Albertus Magus is 
credited with constructing a head that 
moved and talked, and which so fright- 
ened Thomas Aquinas that he smashed it 
into pieces, Albertus exclaiming when he 
saw his achievement destroyed, ‘So per- 
ishes the work of thirty years! Roger 
Bacon made a speaking head of brasa, 
which excited awe among all who heard 
it. Speaking automata have been fre- 
quently attempted of late years, but the 
great difficulty lies in simulating the hu- 
man voice. The most successful of these 
efforts was perhaps that of Professor 
Faber, of Vienna, exhibited in London 
forty years ago under the name of EBu- 
phonia. Faber worked twenty-five years 
at the automaton, The figure enunciated 
words and also sang. There was an ar- 
rangement of hollow pipes, pedals and 
keys, which the inventor played to 
“prompt the discourse."* 

Willars de Hanecort, in the Thirteenth | 
century, constructed an angel that 
“would always point with his finger to 
the sun.’’) The Marquis of Worcester 
made an artificial horse that would carry 
a rider as swiftly as if he were a genuine 
barb. Philip Camuz invented a wonder- 
ful group of automata for Louis XIV—a 
coach and four that started off 


horses, 
with a crack of a whip, the horses prane- | 
ing, trotting and galloping in turn; it ran 
along until it got in front of the king, 
when it stopped, when a toy footman de- 
seconded and opening the carriage door 
handed out a lady ‘with born grace."’
